ANOTHER MEETING OFS 


MEN TO-DAY, 


— 


Contrary to expectations, yesterday did 
not bring a settlement of the strike which 
ha» caused the suspension of important 
public services in Dublin and some of the 
adjoining townships. 

The strikers met in the Dublin Mansion 
Touse yesterday afternoon to decide 
whether they would submit the question 
in dispute—a proposed reduction © of 
wages—to arbitration. There were about 
two thousand persons present, and the 
proceedings, which were conducted in 
private, lasted for two hours and a 
quarter. An agreement was not reached. 

The heads of the unions concerned will 
meet this morning at 10 o'clock at Wine- 
tavern street to consider the matter 
further, and it is probable that another 
ceneral meeting of strikers will be held 
during the day. There is a prospect that 
r-ason will prevail and that arbitration 
will he accepted. The lack of public 
support and sympathy are important 
factors in the situation, and the statement 
of President Cosgrave in the Senate on 
‘ onday shows that the Government is 
determined to stand firm on this question, 
which so vitally affects the citizens. It 


should cause the strikers to reflect before 
it is too late. 


GOVERNMENT'S PLANS. 


It was. learned yesterday that the Govern- 
mont has taken certain steps to ensure that 
the essential services shall be continued in 
the event of a prolonged strike, 

it was rumoured that a maintenance corps 


from the Curragh had been drafted into the 


city, presumably with this object in view; 
hat inquiries at Government offices and Army 
Headquarters last night failed to secure any 
devial or confirmation of the rumour. - 

lt is believed: however, that, should the 
strixers persist in refusing arbitration, . some 
such action will be taken, as the. streets of 
the city are becoming extremely dirty, and 
ihe sewers will: require attention in the 
interests of the health of the city. 

“trike pickets were on duty yesterday, and 
refused to allow vegetables and fruit into the 
market at Little Moore street, with the 
result that they had to be sold on the streets. 
The same conduct was witnessed at the Fish 
Market, where consignments of fish had to 
he sold in the adjoining streets. At Smithfield 
Hay Market the hay was not allowed to be 
weighed out in quantities, and had to be 
seld in bulk, 

The result of the strikers’ action. was that 
tne streets were littered with vegetable and 
other matter, which, with the accumulated 
rubbish of the past four days, is now becom- 
ing a positive danger to the public health. 

Ashbins have not been emptied -since the 
strike started; public. lavatories on the 
streets are locked; and the sewage of the 
city is being discharged into the Liffey. 
| There is also the possibility of the water 
supply being affected, and the electric light, 
which has endured so far, may be cut off. 
Obviously to allow such a state of affairs to 
continue much longer would involve risks 
which no Government could take. 


There is a feeling that.the men will realise 


thet, in their own interests, their best 

is to leave the dispute to the arbitration of 

the impartial tribunal which has been ap- 

pointed; and, if they agree to this, work 

should be resumed this evening or to-morrow. 
The facilities for ambulance work are still 

available. The Dublin Fire Brigade is per- 


forming its functions as usual, but the Fire 


Brigade men of Pembroke, Rathmines and 
Blackrock are on strike. The chief officers 
of these brigades, however, remain at work, 
and are prepated to render all possible ser- 
vices in the event of fires or accidents.

He contended that the principle of a British 
Empire Delegation, which has worked so 
well, should be preserved, so as to give the

STORM DAMAGE IN MANY 
PARTS OF BRITAIN. 


From OUR Own Corresronpenr. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

So tremendous was the deluge in London 
to-day that Wembley’s unfortunate pageant 
had once again to be postponed. Many 
premises in London were flooded, and one or 
two railway stations had to be closed owing 
to the inrush of storm-water. The deluge, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning, 
transformed the thoroughfares, especially in 
the central areas, into torrents that choked 
the drains and drove traffic from the streets. 
But London was not the only storm centre. 
Over an inch and a half of rain fell in the 
Newcastle-on-Tyne area in 35 hours, and 
subsidences have occurred which have 
curtailed the tram services. 
In East Yorkshire acres of corn are lying 
flat, beaten down by the storms, and looking 
as though a roller had passed over them. 
Torrential rain in South Wales caused a 
landslide on the Great Western Railway. No 
trains could run on Monday night between 
Pontypridd and Nelson. A heavy downfall 
cau the water to run over the parapet 
into the Glamorgan Canal, which overflowed. 
A big torrent then descended at an alarming 
rate into the valley leading to tbe railway, 
and the land skirting the line was for many 
yards washed away. The rails became unsafe 
for any kind of traffic. The torrent con- 
tinued its course as far as the River Taff, 
which at certain parts became so swollen 
that adjoining fields were more or less sub- 
merged. ; 
The railway station at Dinas was also 
flooded, and several women had to be carried 
from a train to the road by the porters. 
The sea was very rough at Scarborough 
to-day, and one visitor was swept off the pier 
by a huge wave. She was taken to hospital! 
with a fractured leg. 


£10,000 FOR AN 
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POSITION OF THE COLLEGE OF 
AMBULANCE. 


Arguments were heard before Mr. Justice 
Lush in King’s Bench, London, yesterday on 
the findings of the jury. in the action by 
Colonel G. W. Parkinson, of Blackpool, to 
recover £5,000 from the College of Ambu- 
lance, Ltd., and Mr. Ernest Harrison, its 
managing secretary, for alleged fraudulent re- 
tation. 
The plaintiff's case was that on faith of 
a promise of knighthood for the payment of 
£10,000 to the College he paid Harrison 
£3,000, but never received the honour. The 
jury found that ‘Parkinson was induced to 
with his money, and expressed the view 
that he should recover it. 
Mr. Stuart: Bevan, for the College, sub- 
mitted that, notwithstanding the jury 's find- 
ings, the College was entitled to judgment.

QUESTION OF DEBTS. 


From OUR Specia CorresPonpDent. 


LONDUN, Tuesday. 

M. Herriot, the French Premier, is per- 
fecting a formula which was variously 
described as ‘‘the most hopeful plan yet 
put forward,’ and “a scheme to meet the 
objections of all parties.” 

A great deal of faith is pinned to this new 
Herriot formula. 1 believe that it attempts 
to reconcile the Belgian and American oro- 
posals for meeting the bankers’ demand that 
adequate guarantees must be given for the 
£40 000,000 loan to Germany, on which the 


‘success of the Dawes’ scheme depends. 


M. Theunis (Belgium) put forward a com- 
promise that a Committee of Dawes’ Experts 
should be consulted before a German default 
was declared. “This compromiee fell through. 
Then Mr..Logan (America) pro d that the 
guarantees for the loan should be decided 
upon by the Germans, the Reparations Uom- 
mission, and the bankers in consultation. 

It is out of these two formulae—the Belgian 
and American—that Mr. Herriot is spinning 
his new nian, which very probably may 
ready to-morrow. 

This means to say that France may give 
up her right to individual action in return 
for other safeg» ls. It is likely, too, that 
she will urge that the subiect of quarantees 
should be thrashed out between the bankers 
and the Repara‘ions Commission. But specu- 
lation becomes really fascinating when we 
consider the likelihood of the French “ in- 
sinuating ' the issue of French debts into 
the discussion. 

Great Britain has been blamed for raising the 
question of the military evacuation—originally 
thought to be outside the province of the 
London Conference. It would not be astonish- 
ing now if the French accepted the onus of 
bringing forward the other great correlative— 
debts. Supposing France now says: '“ Let 
settlement of debts be part of the bargain.”’ 
What answer will the rest of the Allies give? 

This possibility may produce one of the 
biggest surprises of the Conference. Un- 
doubtedly it is the talks which are taking 
place behind the scenes whic are really im- 
portant. The chief elegates met informally 
this morning. No minutes are kept of such 
meetings as these, but it is here that tangible 
advances are made. 

If the Herriot formula is half as good as 
some arden: spirits sssociated with the Con- 
ference believe it is, we s-.all see a big clearing 
of th: ground to-morrow. The “ Big Five,’ 
having settled guarantees, will then be free 
to send the letter of invitation to the 
Germans. 


RIGHTS OF FRANCE. 


M. HERIOT’S TELEGRAM TO 
FRENCH CHAMBER. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
| PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Reparations Commission met this 
afternoon, and decided that its representa- 
tives should leave for London to-morrow, as 
requested by M. Herriot, in a telegram re- 
ceived last night by M. Barthou, the Chair- 
man. The British delegate, Sir John Brad- 
bury, is already in London. 

When the Chamber met this afternoon for a 
short session before the holiday recess, M. 
Chautemps, the Minister of the Interior, 
read a telegram from M. Herriot summarising 
the negotiations of the London Conference. 
Its reading was frequently interrupted by 
violent outbursts from the Communists, but 
the Chamber received it without a great 
show of enthusiasm. 

M. Herriot regrets that owing to the 
technical difficulties that have arisen at the 
Conference, he is unable to report fully to 
the Chamber, as he had hoped to do before 
the holidays. After giving a resume of the 
work of the three Commissions, M. Herriot 
declares that “the French delegation, 
although seeking to give subscribers to the 
German loan legitimate security, is watching 
over the rights of France, and is on its guard 
against any infringement oí the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

“There are numerous technical difficulties 
which necessitate the continuance of the Con- 
ference for several days. The Government 
wilt continue the negotiations with the firm 
desire to ensure the ional of French rights, 
and to work for the re-establishment of an 
Inter-Allied Entente and peace.” 

The debate on the Conference in the Cham- 
ber has been adjourned until probably the end 
of September.

Ode, set to music for solo voices, chorus, and 
orchestra by Mr. Louis O'Brien will be given 
in the Theatre Royal on Sunday afternoon. 
The soloists will be Mr. Joseph O’Mara and 
Mr. M. J. Gallagher. Rehearsals have been 
In progress during the week, and the work is 
well in hand. 

The production, which has been announced 
as a historical play. to be performed by 
Madame Rock’s pupils on Tuesday and Thars- 
day afternoons in Tailteann Week at the 
Theatre Royal, is a rather more elaborate 
thing than that description indicates. It is 
called a Vision Play of Queen Tailte, and will 
convey the story which lies behind the nar- 
ing of the festival as Aonach Tailteann. The 
form of the piece is a showing-forth of a 
poet's vision. The verses of the poem will 
be recited by the Seanchuide, the narrator, 
who will be Miss Elizabeth Young. The 
vision will then be presented in pantomime, 
to the accompaniment of Irish music, ancient 
and modern. The story is told in seven 
parts, Miss Young being assisted by two 
cantora, Messrs. Dolan and McCormick, of 
the Abbey Theatre Company.

FRONTIER AIR ACCIDENTS. 
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FOUR DEAD AND TWO INJURED. 


SIMLA, Tuesday. 

While carrying out bombing operations 
against the Shabi Khel, to the south-east of 
Razmak, ego a formation of six 
machines was caught by a heavy fog on the 
return journey. Two reached the aerodrome 
safely, but the remaining four met with acci- 
dents.

COM-ENSATION TO DIRECTORS.

Dean Str OR MapAm,—I am desired to 
inform you that the action brought by the 
company in order to compel the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Railway Company to account 
for the gross receipts of the City of Dublin 
Junction Railways came on for hearing before 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan on the 10th and 11th 
instants; on the 16th instant his lordship gave 
judgment in favour of the company, and 
ordered the Dublin and South-Fastern Rail- 
way Company to pay the costs. 

As the proprietors and preference stock- 
holders have already been informed, the 
Ulster and Munster have been sold, and the 
only matters of importance outstanding are, 
first, the City of Dublin Junction Railways 
guarantee. and, second, the question of the 
amount of reparation the company can expect 
to obtain from the Germans on account of the 
loss of the Leinster. 

The decision of the Court on the question of 
the accounts should, the directors feel, bring 
about an early settlement of the guarantee, 
and it is for the stockholders to determine 
whether the time for winding up the company 
has not now come. Should they agree with 
the opinion of the directors that the winding 
up should not be postponed, the question of 
compensation to the directors for loss of office 
at once arises. The directors have, with the 
approval of some of the principal! stock- 
holders, decided to call a special meeting for 
the 12th day of August next at twelve o'clock, 
to which resolutions dealing with the com- 
pensation and winding up will be submitted 
In the following terms :— 

(1) That the managing director shall be paid 
£530,000 and that each of the re- 
maining five directors shall be paid 
£2,000. or such other sums as may be 
determined by the stockholders, as com- 
pensation for loss of office. 

(2) That the directors shall be authorised to 
present a petition to the High Court of 
Justice, Saorstat Eireann, for an order 
for the winding up of the company by 
the Court, 

(5) That, if the second resolution be carried, 
the stockholders will be asked to 
suggest for the approval of the Court 
the names of Mr. Edward Watson, the 
managing director,.and Mr. $, D. 
Lambert, a director, as liquidators, or 
the names of the other person or 
persons whom the stockholders desire 
to have appointed liquidator or 
liquidators.

IRISH BOUNDARIES. 


THE COUNTY TYRONE,

Dealing with Tyrone in the second of his 
articles on '' Boundaries in Ireland,” T'Ae 
Times Special Correspondent writes :—From 
the standpoint of the frontier-maker, neither 
Silesia nor even Macedonia offers a more 
ba distribution of rival and politically 
ostile pulations than the County of 
Tyrone. tts present administrative boundaries 
correspond only locally with geographical! 
features. _On the North, indeed, it is 
divided from Londonderry by the bare and 
bleak chain of the Sperrin Mountains, but 
only part of the Western shore of Lough 
Neagh, an admirable natural boundary ac- 
cording to the partisans of the Free State, 
lies within the county. The line of the 
Blackwater and the Ulster Canal separates 
Tyrone from Armagh and _ North-East 
Monaghan, but Monaghan drives a great 
salient with a Roman Catholic and Nationalist 
majority into Tyrone’s Southern border. To 
the west the natural boundary of the county 
is the river, which is called Foyle at its 
mouth, Mourne along its middle course, and 
Strule on its upper waters, But Tyrone 
crosses the stream, and projects like a thrust- 
ing spear-head for nearly twenty-one miles 
up the valley of the Derg into Donegal, and 
lo the south of this projection is a _ re- 
entrant separating this salient from Fer- 
managh by a wedge of moorland and bog and 
mountain lake, still part of Donegal and of 
the Irish Free State. 

The distribution of the population is 
equally singular and much more annoying to 
the would-be deliminator. Une would natur- 
ally expect the Catholic Nationalist element to 
be strongest along the Southern and Western 
border and the (Protestant Unionists 
thickest on the Northern side of the County 
and in the Lough Neagh basin. U nfor- 
tunately for any , ih of amicable partition, 
the Catholics and Protestants, ‘with few ex- 
ceptions, live in the wrong places The 
‘* Plantation of Ulster ' in the days of James 
I and the subsequent reign followed the 
line of the river valleys and the drier por- 
tions of the plains. Naturally, the planters 
seized the best lands that had owned the 
sway of The O'Neill and The O'Donnell. the 
great Earls of the North. The Catholic clans- 
men, whose leaders had fled or perished in 
the long wars, were an incoherent mass, into 
which the iron fingers of invasion were thrust ; 
but these fingers never closed.

THE WORLD'S WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
A number of further questions were asked in 
the House of Commons yesterday with regard 
to the price of bread in London and the 
world’s supply of wheat, The information 
given by the President of the Moard of Trade 
in his replies to Sir Kingsley Wood, Mr. 
Wells, and other inquirers, may be considered, 
as far as it goes, reassuring. especially in 
respect to the larger of these questions. 
There are, in the opinion of the Gcvernment, 
no grounds for the suggested apprehension 
that the requirements of the world in respect 
of. wheat will not be met during the coming 
year, 

It is one thing, however, to be assured that 
the country during the coming year will have 
enough bread to eat, and quite another to be 
certain how much it will be necessary to pay 
for it. Because of the supplies of wheat 
which will be forthcoming from other sources 
—including Canada, itself, where there is still 
a large surplus from last year’s bumper crop— 
it is not likely that the high prices will have 
a long run. But the mere fact that the 
price of wheat and, therefore, of bread can 
be raised for however short a time, and that 
the Government of this country are quite 
powerless to prevent the operation is a 
significant—perhaps, it may be a wholesome— 
reminder of the very unsatisfactory position 
of this country in the matter of its home- 
grown wheat supply.

MARKET CONDITIONS

LONDON, Tuesday. 

It is becoming a habit of opponents of 
agricultuial co-operation in this country to 
exclaim that they are tired of hearing about 
Denmark. To-day they could have had the 
salutary experiences at the Wembley Con- 
ference, organised by the Horace Plunkett 
Foundation, of hearing something about the 
co-operative achievements of the farmeis in 
the Dominions. 


GRAIN FARMERS COMBINING. 


Mr. Dunning, the Prime Minister of 
Saskatchewan, described the remarkable pro- 
vress made in recent years by the farmers of 
Vestern Canada, who have gained higher 
prices by organising societies for the storage 
and sale of grain, the preduction of butter, 
and other activities for mutual benefit. 

Mr. Dunning added that a new —r 
ment, of which a great deal would probably 
be heard in the near future, was taking place. 
So far, he said, the grain co-operative 
organisation remained in the position which 
distinguished agriculture from other industries, 
that the person who bought the produce 
dictated the price. Consequintly, the Western 
Canadian grain farmers, who numbered 
100.000, were attempting to organise co 
operatively on such a scale that they would 
be able to control the disposal of the whole of 
their produce by mass selling. Their success 
would be determined by their ability to pro- 
duce brains capable of conducting business on 
such a huge scale. The determination to 
achieve success was already there. 

Mr. Dunning also mentioned that 420 
societies had been formed in Canada for pur- 
chasing in bulk the commodities needed by 
the farmers. 


BUTTER-MAKING IN AUSTRALIA. 


An Australian delegate described how the 
successful oiganisation of co-operative butter 
factories in that Dominion had been followed 
by federation for direct selling in London 
and elsewhere. and how the success oí these 
creameries had stimulated the formation of 
other societies for grading. packing and sell- 
ing fruit, potatoes. and other articles. 

Mr. F. D. Mactarlan*, a director of the 
New Zealand Produce As3ociation, spoke of 
the powerful co-operative dairy organisations 
which the New Zealand farmers have built 
up, and described the joint society set up in 
London with the Co-operative 
Society for selling purposes. 

Sir Archibald Weigall suggested that one 
reason why the rural co-operative movement 
had lagged hehind in this country was the 
fact that tne public and Parliament 
saturated with urban ideas. He held strongly 
that. even in this industrialised country, 
there was a big field for the co-operative 
marketing of produce, and that by this means 
a great saving m the ccst of distribution 
could be achieved. He expressed a hope 
that the Farmers’ Union would swing round 
from the political to the *economic field. and 
show its ability to stimulate and strengthen 
those farmers who were 
minded, 


THE CO-OPERATIVE SPIRIT. 

Mr. R. ‘A. Anderson, the Irish Agricul 
tural Organisation Society, who described the 
present marketing. conditions in Ireland as 
about as chaotic as they could possibly be, 
discussed various points suggested by the ex 
perience of his Society, and especially the 
necessity for the federation of societies for 
centralised selling. He insisted that there 
could be no real suvcess unless the co-opera- 
tive spirit was created among the farmers. 
Given that spirit, he declared, the movement 
would triumph, even in face of great difli- 
culties. 

Dr. A. G. Ruston, of the Department of 
Agriculture of the University of Leeds, de- 
clared that 75 per cent of the loss which 
many farmers were experiencing could be 
prevented by effective co-operation. In a 
recent visitjgo Denmark he said he found that 
the farmers were receiving 10s. 6d. a stone 
for pigs to be sold in this country as bacon, 
while the market price to the farmer in 
Great Britain at the same time was 6s. 6d 
The Danish farmer was paid ls. 4d. for 
eggs at the co-operative collecting station 
when the British producer received only from 
10d. to Is. 

Sir Thomas Allen, a director of the Co 
operative Wholesale Society, initiated an in 
terésting discussion on the relationship be 
tween co-operative movements of agricultural 
producers and urban consumers. He said 
that wherever possible the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society bought direct from farmers’ 
societies or individual farmers, and he men 
tioned that recently an English egg collecting 
society had guaranteed to provide the Society 
with 15 million eggs during the season. Sir 
Thomas declared that there was great scope 
for the development of this mutual business. 
Not more than three per cent. of the bacon 
requirements of the society could be met in 
this country by co-operative supplies, and he 
was sure that given the necessary organisation 
much of the £5,000,000 which they spent in 
buying butter could be kept in this country. 


HARMONIOUS WORKING. 


Mr. Philip Morrell, the Chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Farmers’ Bacon Factory Society, 
said that while the producers’ and consumers’ 
co-pperative movement had certain things in 
common they were, and must remain, funda- 
| mentally different. They could never be com- 
bined, but there was every reason why they 
should work together harmoiiously. He saw 
no reason why, given efficient organisation, 
English agriculture should not become as im- 
portant as the manufacturing industries. 

Resolutions were passed expressing the 
opinion that farmers can only obtain fair 
returns for their produce by co-operative 
marketing, including grading, ‘bulking and 
regulation of supplies, and suggesting that 
every effort should be made to eliminate the 
control of the middleman 6y fostering close 
trading relations between the agricultural 
and consumers’ co-operative societies.
